In Canton the strike situation has 
improved. Tho supply of electric 
current is being maintained during 
the hours of darkneas and ¢o the 
Shamecnand thestreet lighting system 
of the city have becn kept going.

After some negotiation the dispnte 
wag referred to the arbitration of two 
gentlemen in Hongkong, sng on May. 
27, 1920, an award was mado allowing 
higher scales of wages than those in 
force previously, and making the new 
scales retrospective as from December 
15, 1919. Tho partics to the. arbitra- 
tion were the China Coast Officers’ 
Guild, and thé Marine Engineers’ 
Guild of China on the one side and 
certain steamship companies on tho 
other side. “Although tha namo of 
the defendant company appears in tha
